us to see in a Surrounding circle from 
varieus angles of the body through 
“myriad eyes.” The first essential 
for ihe man or woman who wishes td 
develop this gift is to bring about a 
complete concentration of all his at-

elapse before the result of this quiet 
concentration can become “apparent.

Dawes plan im-effect, wil be drawn up 
by the inter-allied ‘conference. 

6—Common accord of the govern- 
ments alone can modify the experts’ 
plan in ease experience proves that 
changes are necessary.
